The King ston - Newburg h - Poug hkeepsie 
area had a substantial increase in home 
building for the first three months of the 
year. State Housing Commissioner McMur- 
ia> reports that valuation of building per­ 
mits issued was 34,560,600 for all types of 
construction during the three-month period. 
The permits consisted of 161 dwelling 
units (all one-family homes) valued at $2,- 
104,000, approximately $895,800 for addi­ 
tions, alterations and repairs to existing 
building s and $1,560,800 in new non-resi- 
dential construction. 
For the first three months of 1955, per­ 
mits were issued for 136 dwelling units (all 
one-familv homes) valued at $1,531,600.

the 
state, 
however, 
the 
hoped for spring pick-up failed to mate­ 
rialize in March. 
The summary of con­ 
struction activities shows there were 5,147 
dwelling s authorized or started as ag ainst 
9,508 in March 1955. This was a drop of 
46 per cent and represented the lowest 
month of home building for the month of 
March in the past seven years. 
The construction of individual homes to­ 
g ether with several larg e developments now 
underway in Ulster County should keep 
this area in the forefront in home con­ 
struction for the remainder of the year. 


THE PATTENT IS IMPROVING 
It s been known for some time that the 
coal industry, very ill in 1954, is on the 
mend. 


The g loomy picture then seemed to sug 
g est that coal was g oing into a permanent 
decline as a basic industrial and home fuel. 
But the long -rang e outlook wasn’t really 
that dark. 


The utilities, the big g est coal users to­ 
day, upped their consumption a lot last 
}ear and are still taking more this one. 
They may burn a record 160 million tons 
In 1956. 


Steel manufacturers, lifting output to 
meet the demands of a booming economy 
in 1955, needed more coal and now need 
still more even thoug h car manufacture 
and some other activities have matched 
1955 peaks. 
As it looks now’, soft coal production in 
1956 may top d00 million tons, a very re- 
spec table fig ure. That would represent an 
increase of «>0 million tons from last year, 
and 105 million from the 1954 low. Only 
by comparison with the record 630 million 
tons of 1947 does it seem a trifle frail. 
Obviously coal is being rescued by the 
g eneral rise in the nation’s economy, as it 
g oes on developing to cope with swelling 
population and spiraling living standards.

THE SPREAD OF SOCIALISM 


Nikita Khrushchev, in his famous speech at 
the 20th Cong ress of the Communist Party, made 
a most interesting and correct statement; 
“ The main feature of our epoch is the emer­ 
g ence of socialism from within the bounds of a 
sing le country and its transformation into a world 
system. Capitalism has proved powerless to hin­ 
der this process of world-wide historic sig nifi­ 
cance. . . . ” 
, 
The spread of socialism has been due to many 
causes, not the least of which were two world 
wars, to which we may add the world-wide cco- 
| nomic depression that started in 1921, the fall of 
many established institutions such as the Austro- 
Hung arian Empire and the g eneral fears and in­ 
securities arising from these conditions. 
Socialism, in one form or another, has spread 
until it now' encompasses nearly half of the human 
race, io r instance, Norway, which we think of as 
a capitalist country, is in reality a socialist coun­ 
try althoug h its socialism is vastly different from 
that of Soviet Russia or China. The British 
Labour Party, which is a socialist party, had, dur­ 
ing ¡ts years in power, socialized about 20 per cent 
of Great Britain’s economy and it has not been 
possible for the Conservatives, now in power to 
chang e back altog ether. 
Even in the United States, the economic svs- 
tem cannot be reg arded as w holly capitalistic “ as 
the g overnment g uarantees nearly all sectors of 
the economy ag ainst possible losses. A free enter­ 
prise without risk is not free just as profits with­ 
out the possibility of loss can only lead to excess 
and wasteful production and to incompetent man­ 
ag ement. Ours can be called a mixed system which 
simultaneously contains elements that are both 
capitalistic and socialistic. The pull is naturally in 
the direction of increasing socialism because g ov­ 
ernment subsidies tend to increase monopolies and 
j monopolies destroy private enterprise.

ADLAI LEADS FROM IGNORANCE 
President Eisenhower wisely has turned 
aside new urg jng s by Adlai Stevenson that 
the United States ban further hydrog en 
bomb tests as a g esture of peaceful inten­ 
tions. 


Stexenson had indicated he did not want 
experiments halted in the g uided missile 
field, but the President pointed out that 
H-bombs and the missiJe prog ram are 
tig htly* linked. 
Mr. Eisenhower also made it clear that 
our hydrog en tests no long er are concerned 
with g etting a big g er and big g er bomb. 
“ We know we can make them big ,” he said. 
“ We are not interested in that any more.” 
The fact is that in making his proposal j 
for a ban, Stevenson boug ht a “ neutralist” 
line that reflects woeful ig norance not only 
of the nature and purpose of present nu­ 
clear experiments but of the role our su­ 
periority in this field must necessarily play 
in the maintenance of peace. 
The proposal smacks of the panacea ap- 
pioach, as if halting the tests would pro­ 
duce peace. If we did stop, we mig ht well 
find we had produced just exactfv the op­ 
posite.

Washing ton, May 2 — The 
name of Alben Barkley may be 
inscribed in the hall of fame of 
American politics as the man 
who was penalized for his cour­ 
ag e and who thereby lost 
a 
chance to be President of the 
United States. 
Back in 1944, the then Senator 
from Kentucky was 
the Ma­ 
jority Leader of the Senate and 
the 
spokesman 
for 
President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt and the 
Democratic party in the Senate. 
There came 
a 
moment 
when, 
after many arduous weeks of 
w’ork, Mr. Barkley had succeed­ 
ed in g etting throug h the Sen­ 
ate a tax bill which on all sides 
was deemed fair and construc­ 
tive. But Mr. Roosevelt, who was 
looking toward the polls that 
year and was carrying on a 
demag og ic appeal about “ soak­ 
ing the rich,” didn’t like the bill 
and, much to the surprise of 
Cong ress, vetoed it. Mr. Barkley 
was stunned by the action, which 
he viewed as a repudiation of 
what he and other members of 
the 
Democratic 
party 
had 
worked for. 


RESIGNING

leadership as a means of ascer­ 
taining

wanted his view's or those of the

House 
to prevail,

That’s w’hy he 
also carried on a feud with Sen. 
Walter Georg e, of Georg ia, and 
tried to “ purg e” him, but with­ 
out success.

New York, May 2 <£»>—Profits 
continue upward for three out of 
every four American Corpora­ 
tions. 
But the rate of increase 
is slowing down. 
And some im­ 
portant industries that formerly 
led the earning s advance are now- 
on the declining side. 
These are the trends indicated 
by a sampling of earning s re­ 
ports for the first three months 
of 1956 compared with a year 
ag o. 
So far. 506 corporations, 
big and small and spread over 
all important fields of industry, 
have reported their net profits 
after taxes. Hundreds more will 
report in coming weeks before 
the record is complete. 


THE FIRST 506 show an aver­ 
ag e increase over last year of 12 
per cent. 
Of the total, 391 re­ 
port earning s this year hig her 
than last—many of them boast­ 
ing of setting records—and 115 
show a decline in profits. 
This 
year 13 operated at a loss, com­ 
pared with 24 that did so in the 
first quarter o f 1955. 
While the over-all g ain was a 
pleasant 12 per cent this year, 
the first quarter of 1955 had 
shown a 27 per cent g ain over 
1954. 
For 1955 as a w'hole the 
profit g ain was 32 per cent over 
1954. 
The auto industry, once the 
bellwether, is now running be­ 
hind. The car makers’ profits are 
off, althoug h the truck com­ 
panies show an increase. The in­ 
dustry as a whole averag es 13 
per cent lower than 
a year 
ag o. Those supplying the auto 
industry also show a decline, an 
averag e drop of 10 per cent. 
THE R A I L R O A D S , which 
made spectacular g ains in 1955, 
are for the most part showing 
declines now. The industry as a 
whole is running 8 per cent be­ 
hind its first quarter 1955 show­ 
ing . But a rate increase g ranted 
in March may chang e that pic­ 
ture in the months ahead. 
And the rail equipment m ak -; 
ers are having a big year, their 
profits up 68 per cent, reflect­ 
ing the hefty new’ car orders 
the rails have placed. 
Aircraft 
makers,

in profits so far this year. 
The electronics industry w-ould 
be out in front by 8 per cent, j 
except for an 1814 million dollar 
loss reported by Westing house.

The oil industry is selling more ; 
profits than ever and making 25 
per cent more profit doing so. 
Companies selling equipment to 


oil companies are even better off, 
profits rising 54 per cent. 
Airline averag e profits are up 
70 per cent. Machine tools are 
56 per cent ahead of last year. 
Farm equipment makers are 47 
per cent ahead, in spite of de­ 
clining farm incomes. 


OTHER INDUSTRIES whose 
averag e profits have increased 
more than the 12 per cent fig ure

Called Th rcat by 
Tobacco Raisers 
Washington,

Growers and dealers in cigarette 
tobacco went before a congres­ 
sional committee today to say 
they see artificial leaf tobacco as 
a threat to their industry’. 
They have reported decreasing 
market demands for the better 
quality leaf once preferred for 
and cigars and a cor- 
ig increase in demand 
for lower quality tobacco. 
THE MANUFACTURED leaf 
can be made from the lower 
quality grades because the pro­ 
cess permits control of desirable 
qualities of .Aroma, flavor and 
burning. 
Sen. Clements (D.-Ky.), chair­ 
man of a joint Senate-House 
committee investigating use of 
the manufactured leaf, has said 
that it affects the economy of 
some 800,000 farm families who 
rely upon tobacco for their live­ 
lihood. 
He has said that by use of the 
artificial leaf manufactures can 
obtain far greater numbers of 
their finished product than by 
using natural leaf tobacco. 
THIS, HE SAID, is because 
stems and other parts of the 
tol»acco leaf considered unusu- 
able in their natural state may 
be ground with the full leaf in 
making the “synthetic leaf.” 
The manufacturing process re­ 
sembles that of making paper 
from wood pulp. The entire to­ 
bacco leaf—including stems—is 
ground into minute particles. 
Then after addition of a binding 
agent it is forced through an in­ 
tricate machine to produce uni­ 
form sheets of artificial leaf. 
The question of additives was 
raised yesterday by Sen. Scott 
<D.-N.C.) who read from patents 
on one process statements* that 
glass fibers are used in producing 
the manufactured leaf. 
He said that process, patented 
by Walter G. Frankenburg, re­ 
search director for General Cigar 
Co., calls for use of glass fibers 
resembling silk threads “in the 
form of loose fibers or . . . very 
thin fiber mats.”
